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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed in Paper No. 1 0 is fully considered and made of record. 
Claims 1 3-24 and 29-36 are now pending in the application. 

2. This application has been filed with informal drawings, which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is 
allowed. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: misspelling 
"the" in page 9, line 6 . 

The term's sidewall, item 40 (of claim 20), however, is not agreed with item 40 of 
page 12 of the specification. Applicant should carefully revise the disclosure and 
correct other typos in the claims to clearly recite the method step of the claimed 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 13-24, 29-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claims 13, 20, 29, the functional recitation "-adapted to " has not given 
patentable weight because it is not a positive structural limitation. 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 13, 17, 19, 29-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly 
anticipated by DE 4329902. 

DE 4329902 teaches a press block 3 having a generally planar base (fig 1 , Item); 
a plurality of discrete opening through the base, each opening adapted to receive a 
respective one of the terminals 8 (figure 1 ). 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 
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1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. Claims 14-16, 20, 21-24, 29-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over DE 4329902. 

DE 4329902 as advanced above meet every structural of the claimed invention 
limitation except for the material structural of the press block. However, metal injection 
molded is old and well known. It would have been an obvious matter of design choice 
to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter 
of obvious design choice since the applicant has not disclosed that the use of metal 
injection molded solves any stated problems or is for any particular purposed and it 
appears that the invention would perform equally well with any of the equivalent 
conventional type moldable thermoplastic. 

Regarding claim 36, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to 
make the opening of whatever form or shape was desired or expedient. A change in 
form or shape is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art, 
absent any showing of unexpected results. In re Dailey et a/., 149 USPQ 47. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -24,29-32 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of Final rejection.
